London, February [fl.—A correspond- 
ent recently addressed a letter to the 
bishops, In which he said, “Our family 
doctor yesterday made the astounding 
statement ‘Not a single bishop on the 
bench today believes in the miraculous 
in religion,’ and accepted my offer to 
sommunicate with each individual bishop 
so that the value of the statement might 
be tested.”

The bishop of London writes to say 
that “he believes ex animo in the 
miraculous in religion.’ 

The bishop of Durham gays: “I believe 
for our Lord believed. I believe every 
article of the Nicene faith, and among 
them, of course, the holy nativity of our 
Lord, who did not abhor the Virgin’s 
womb.” 

The bishop of Bangor replied that, he 
cannot conceive the possivility of any 
bishop having any doubts as to the fact 
of the incarnation, “and hopes the fam- 
ily doctor is better informed in matters 
that concern hts own profession than he 
appears to have been in regard to this.”

The royal court used 1,200 packs last 
year, which cost $4,500. Incidentally, 
this shows that the czar and his cour- 
tieres are not exactly plunged in gloom 
by the reverses which the Ryssian arms 
have suffered in the Far East. There is 
no gambling at the mikado’s court.

The series of articles concerning the 
experiences of the Rhodes scholars at 
the etaid old university town of Oxford, 
Pngland, of which the following is the 
initial number, will be read with inter- 
est in Georgia, as it gives the impressiong 
ef a Georgia boy concerning life, pbcu- 
Mar customs and distinctive features at 
the college. Mr. Brooks is a graduate 
of the University of Georgia, and was 
formerly private secretary to Chancellor 
Walter B. Hill, before being awarded 
one of the two Rhodes scholarships from 
thie state.

view of the connection established by 
the Mhodes bequest between America 
amd Oxford, young men of college age, 
and possibly other citizens of @eorgia, 
may be interested in some account of the 
life, as 
seen by a Rhodes scholar. There are so 
many interesting phases of the subject 
@nd the conditions of student life here 
@re so different from those found In the 
United States that it will be impossible 
to compass within the limits of one let- 
ter any adequate picture of Oxford and 
Oxford life, and consequently I have de- 
cided to treat the gubject according to 
the divisions into which it naturally 
falls. 

First of all, it may not be amiss to say 
a few words as to the university, its 
grounds and buildings, and the gystem 
of coordination between the colleges. 

It is probably already understoog by 
most of the readers of the constitution 
that the university was not estabMshed 
as such. It is simply a combination for 
various purposes of the foundations or 
colleges in Oxford. The first of these 
colleges was founded in the middie of 
the thirteenth century, and one by one, at 


very different times the other colleges 
grew up, until finally some twenty-two 
colleges had been established, each of 
them entirely separate and distinct from 
all the others. The coordination exists 
in order that there may be some common 
standard in the matter of the granting 
of degrees and for the regulation of 
discipline. All examinations for degrees 
are set by an institution known as ‘The 
Schools," where certain of the oollege 
dons sit as examiners. 

There are also two university officers 
known as proctors, whose duty it {Is to 
patrol the streets at night and keep 
watch over the undergraduates. He is 
always accompanied by runners, known 
as bulls, who are fleet of foot and know 
all the short cuts, so that any student 
who may be inclined to sprint ts prac- 
tically sure to be caught. The regula- 
tlons provide that after 9 o'clock no 
undergraduate shal] appear on the street 
without cap and gown. If the offender 
ie caught, Re is subjected to a fine of 
about $1.25. 

The university has jurisdiction over its 
members. Students committing 
meanors against the municipal law of 
Oxford come up for trial before the vice 
chancellae’s cours. (The Bodleian library 
might even be called a university insti- 
tutign.) 

Outside of these three institutions, the 
schools, the proctors and the vice chan- 
ceor’s couft, the university floes not 
play any important part in the student's 
life; that is to say, he is primarily a 
member of his college and concerns him- 
self little with the university. The col- 
lege has its own rules and regulations, 
its separate lecturers and tutors, its cu- 
Ynary department, Ubrary, eta This 
system, of course, entails an endless 
amount of duplication of tutorial and ad- 
ministrative officers, dining halls and col- 
lege stores.

Nothing short of a visit to Oxford could 
Zive any one a true idea of the venerable- 
ness and grandeur of the old. colleges, 
halls, chapels and towers.

Murder Between Curses.

More 
frequently Ivan would push away the 
dishes and order a hundred or so pris- 
oners of war brought in and slaughtered 
before his eyes with knives, lances, 
hatchets, swords, pistols, cannon and 
every other conceivable kind of weapon. 
The edge of this diversion having worn 
off, Ivan’s German apothecary was or- 
dered to prepare a graduated poison that 
would kill a man in half an hour, in one 
hour or in three hours. The efficacy of 
these pofsons he tried at table, laying 
bets that this or that of his friends 
would die {in such and such a moment. 
Ivan always carried a lance furnished 
with sharp pikes on both ends. And when 
he addressed a man he as lief drove the 
lance through the person’s foot as not. 

Coward Like Nicholas. 

Ifke Nicholas, Ivan was  extraor- 
dinarily fond of boasting of his rela- 
tions with the Almighty, of his steward- 
ship on earth in place of God Himself. 
One of his proclamations says: “I am 
your God, as God is mine, and like that 
of the Omnipotent, my throne !s sur- 
rounded by winged arch angels. As God 
sends angels and devils upon this earth, 
so I dispatch great armies, backed by 
cannon.” But at the approach of the 
Tartars from the Crimea, the anointed 
fied like the craven as Nicholas fled from 
St. Petersburg, when the workmen first 
asked to hold speech with him.

Ivan’s own records showed that he 
executed 27,000 people, but there may 
have been twice as many.

Catherine 
Was a German princess, the mother of 
half a dozen children of doubtfu! paterni- 
ty.

Why Game is Growing Scarce 
(From Outing.) 

One of the greatest difficulties in the 
path of the wise and earnest protector of 
gaine is the migration of such families as 
the waterfow!, woodeock, snipe, plover, 
etc. We are prone to the framing of such 
laws as appear good for our own grounds, 
while forgetting that the extensive move- 
ment of the birds compel them to run the 
gauntlet of two open seasons in one year, 
When the law or the north declares the 
open season to be at an end, the law of 
the south allows the shooting of returning 
feathered travelers. 

This, of course, means that the fowls get 
no respite except during the actual breed- 
ing season, a state of affairs which few 
species wil] for long be abie to stand. 
Were. there no shooting in the north, the 
south would have plenty of birds for 
many years to come, and vice versa, but, 
unfortunately, it is impossible to do away 
with the dual season. ff sportsmen of 
north or south would fee} called upon to 
lay down their arms the difficulty would 
at once be overcome, but I gravely sus- 
pect that it would require not a few orni- 
thological Bull Runs and .Gettysburgs to 
convince either party of the wisdom of 
| such a course. Northerners and south- 
erners rightly having equal claims upon 
sport and game, there can be no such 
thing as legislation favorable to one over 
the other. 

The sole feasible remedy appears to be 
a judicious curtailing of gun privileges at 
| both ends of the migration flight, till the 
. present destruction has been reduced to a 
point which will permit the fowl to hold 
their own. Should this finally demand an 
open season of only one week's duration, | 
even that, to my notion, would be much 
better than the tntire loss of the game in | 


' question.

DICTATOR TREPOFF KNOWN | 


AS MAN WITH IRON HEART 
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GENERAL TREPOFFT, late prefect of Police of Moscow’ 
He has been appointed Governor of St. Petersburg. The sixth 
attempt upon his life was recently made at Moscow. He is cruel, 
hard fisted amd bears an unenviable reputation. 
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Special Cable. 

ONDON, February !1.—No doubt 
| much has been printed in 

United States by this time about 
General Trepoff, the newly appointed 
governor general of St. Petersburg, but 
some stories of him which have just 
come to hand are worth giving, because 
of the illuminating light they shed on 
his character and the indications they 
afford to the unscrupulous usé he wiil 
make of his despotic powers. 

That Trepoff is a ruthless tyrant, his 
sanguinary record as chief of police of 
Moscow has proclaimed to the world, 
but the underhand methods which he 
there employed to attain his ends are 
known only to a few. Students and 
other revolutionary agents had suc- 
ceeded in forming several secret socie- 
ties among the workmen of the white 
city and occasionally incited them to 
engage in strikes of a _ semi-political 
character. To counteract this movement, 
regardless of the loss inflicted on his dupes, 
General Trepoff undertook to organize 
strikes and secret societies on his own 
acount. Numerous police sples obtained 
employment in various factories 
started a workmen’s ‘union, making spe- 
cious promises of procuring for its mem- 
bers a large increase of wages and 
compensation for any temporary loss of 
employment they might suffer. The ignor- 
ant operatives were induced to give cred- 
ence to these assurances by the state- 
ment that the movement was favored 
by the Suthorities, who, were bent On 
helping the poor against capitalistic 
oppression, The rival agitators were de- 
nounced as paid emissaries of the em- 
ployers. 7 

For a time, Trepoff’s scheme had the 
effect he desired. Workmen in large num- 
bers seceded from tne societies which 
had been formed for political pur- 
poses, pledges of a speedy increase of 
pay proving more allur-ng to them than 
remote prospects of obtaining constitu- 
tional government. Then Trepoff struck 
a snag. The manager of a foreign firm 
established in Moscow—a capable and 
energetic man with a backgone, too— 
saw through his game and: dismissed a 
couple of police spies who had found 
employment in the factory in the guise 
of workmen. A delegation of the police- 
organized ‘‘workmen’s” unton thereupon 
demanded an audience witA the manage- 
ment. But the manager was not to be 
caught in that trap. Stich organizations 
being illegal had he entered into ne-

To give him due credit, he is undoubt- 
edly a brave man. 
refuge behind a petticoat like his royal 
master. He does not mind risking as- 
sassination, six attempts having been 
made in Moscow to kill him. Twice he 
was sfibbed and four ¢imes shot at, The 
‘last attemp® on his life was made two 
|days after he had resigned his office ut 
' Moscow. He did that with the avowed 
|intention of going to the front. 

“Since I must be shot at,” he said in 
taking his leave, “I prefer to be a target 
for professiona] Japanese soldiers rather 
than for dirty amateurs in Moscow.’’ 

Among the troops he fs known by the 
Suggestive nickname of “Iron Heart.’ 
He showed the sort of stuff he is made 
of when a lieutenant by sabring his or- 
derly who had been gullty of some 
trivial act of disobedience. When a cap- 
tain he was engaged in putting down 
riots in Moscow, and is credited with 
having shot down five men with his own 
revolver. He is regarded by the Russian 
bureaucracy as the best available man 
'to deal with what one British newspaper 
that ordinarily indulges {n sober head 
lines termed ‘‘Hell in Rebellion.”

They em- 
ploy hundreds: of thousands of hands, 


‘and make a product which sells for more 


than $300,000,000 per annum. 

This gives some idea of what cotton 
means to the United States. It is one of 
our king crops, and the great money 
crop of the south. If it can be increased 
the whole country will be richer. If it 
falls off we are that much the poorer. 
Within the past few years the agricul- 
tural department has had its sclentists 
studying cotton. It has established ex- 
perimental farms in different parts of 
the south. It has the best of the farmers 
making experiments of their own in 
60me sections, and as a result it has made 
discoveries whereby it Is said that the 
Product can be increased fully 60 per 
cent without any additional expense ex- 
cept the cost of picking. 

Uncle Sam, Money Maker. 

Uncle Sam is nowiplaying patriarch. 
He is taking mofre’carée of his children 
than ever before. Through the great gov- 
ernment departments he Is teaching them 
how to save and invest their money. A 
great work of this kind is being done by 
the agricultural department, and that 
especially in the line of cotton raising. I 
had to taik today with Dr. B. T. Gallo- 
way, who has spent years in the southern 
states studying cotton and the possibility 
of increasing that crop by better methods 
of cultiyation. Dr. Galloway is the chief 
of the bureau of plant industry, and all 
his work {s done for the government. Said 
he: 

“The United States wil] always be the 
chief cotton country of the world. Our 
climate and soil are just fitted for cot- 
ton, and we have recently invented labor- 
saving machinery which will enable us to 
hold this industry against any nation on 
earth. As it is, the crop is steadily grow- 
ing. Until the civil war we had never 
raised more than 4,500,000 bales. In 1898 
we produced more than twice that 
a@mount, and our reports from the south 
now show that we shall have more than 
12,000,000 bales this year. All the cotton 
raised by the world does not figure up 
more than 15,000,000 bales, so that four- 
fifths of all the cotton used by man tis 
now raised here.”’

The Brit- 
ish Cotton Growers’ Association has been 
active in trying to ralse cotton In Africa, 
India and the West Indies. Cotton is 
being planted along the Soudan and also 
in “tzerla, on the Gold coast, and in 
Sierra Leone and Gambia; but ‘so far 
the only success of account fs In Egypt. 
There, the yield aggregates somethings 
like 800.000 bales per annum, which is 
less than one-third of the annual crop 
of Texas, 

“The Germans are also trying to raise 
cotton in their African possessions. The 
Kolonial-Kirtschaftliche-Comite of Berlin 
has been arousing interest in the subject. 
It has collected cotton seed and distribut- 
ed it throughout the various German- 
American colonies. It offers premiums 
for the best crops and gives free trans- 
portatfon from Germany to the colonies. 
It has even gone so far as to promise 
to buy the entire crop at a fixed price 
if it is delivered at the coast ready for 
shipment; and also to furnish the plant- 
ers machinery, at greatly reduced prices. 
Some of the German steamship lines 
have agreed to transport this season's 
crop free of charge. 

“In order to carry out these experiments 
Germany has secured cotton experts from 
southern states to take charge of them, 
She is also sending her experts to this 
country to study the methods of cotton 
culture, which prevail in the south. So far 
we have no definite statistics showing just 
what the Germans ure doing in Africa, 
but we know that her first cotton ship- 
ment from her colonies was received 
in December, 1902, and -that it consisted 
of only four bales. It will be a long 
time before any fear need be felt from 
Germany as a cotton competitor.”

The meaning of this order {fs that when 
a shipper sends a carload of freight from 
any point in Georgia to any other point, 
and for some reason the goods are re- 
jected by the consignee, they may be re- 
turned to the original shipper at one- 
half the regular rate. 

Heretofore full rates have been charg- 
ed on returned freight, a charge which 
the shippers consider quite a hardship. 

The order .makes an exception of all 
freight shipped first class and of all 
machinery and agricultural .implements 
when not returned to the original ship- 
per for repairs.

It is not considered likely that pay-

One element of doubt enters here, and 
that is as to whether the state can go 
back of the Central railroad receivership 
in making its demand for taxes. The 
Central Railroad and Banking Company, 
which owned the stock prior to 1895, has 
had its affairs wound up in the courts 
and no longer exists, while the Central 
of Georgia Railway Company has owned 
the stock only since that year. 

As against this view the state will 
cont@nd that its lien for taxes attaches 
to the property wherever it goes, and that 
a levy can be made upon the property 
of the Central of Georgia to satisfy 
the claim for all taxes due upon the 
stock. whether owned by the Central 
Railroad and Banking Company or the 
company which succeeded it.

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That Controls the Stock Marke 
in New York. 


Can Advance Prices Whenever It 
Wants To and Hold the Mar- 
ket at the Advagce—Two 
Popular Offices for the 
Dealers. 


By Robert N. Burnett. 

New York, February !1.—(Special.)— 
The continued running up of stockg to 
new high records with no diminution of 
the buying power, apparently, although 
it is known that the outside public Is 
not doing much in stocks, directs at- 
tention to one very important fact— 
namely, that the power which is hold- 
ing up prices js greatly concentrated, and 
ft takes no account of the wisheg of 
certain cliques. It if wants stocks to go 
up, they go up and they are held there, 
although some of the supposed “insiders” 
may be liquidating. Various financiers 
have gone contrary to this ‘“‘power’ and 
fared badivy—lost a g00d deal of money, 
according to Wall street rumor. Unusual 
interest is lent to the situation by a re- 
port that certain of the Gould contingent 
had been heavily short of the market 
for some time past and that they are 
apparently now fighting the rise. It will 
be remembered that they were alleged 
to have been short of United States Steel 
at much lower prices and suffered un- 
Pleasant consequences, if the report is 
true. 

The Gould stocks have lagged this 
week. It is interesting to note that the 
Missour! Pacific was one of the first to 
reduce the rate on corn for export, lead- 
ing others to follow it. The question is 
being asked whether this procedure had 
‘anything to do with a desire to see 
Stocks react. But, notwithstanding 
heavy selling of the Gould group, some- 
thing kept them up fairly well. Evi- 
dently somebody was holding the basket. 
This was presumably the “power.” 

The power behind the stock market Is 
‘now generally assumed to be 26 Broad- 
way—the Standard Oil building. Some- 
times reference is made to 52 Wall 
Street as another factor. A leading 
bank, which ts controlled by Standard 
Of] interests and their friends, is located 
at the latter address. Those who want 
to follow the stock market as closely as 
possible try to get near to the people at 
either of the two places mentioned. A 
banking firm that fs In close touch with 
the Standard interests—Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co.—are also considered good people to 
Know. Brokers on the stock exchange 
often think they detect orders emanating 
from the firm mentifoned—particularly in 
such stocks as Union Pacific, Southern 
Pacific, St. Paul, Almagamated Copper, 
Reading, Baltimore and Ohio, Erie and 
Others, which have recently been mar- 
ket leaders. The interpretation which 
some of them gave was that this reflect- 
ed the doings of the “power which now 
has much to do with regulating tne 
financial - situation. The “power” ap- 
peared to have a considerable hand in 
the large gold exports. This, of course, 
nas had much influence on the stock 
market, but less this year than [tt would 
ordinarily, because of the plethora of 
funds here, which have tended to keep 
the {interest rates down. These giants 
of finance knew just how far they could 
send gold out of the country and under- 
take the flotation of foreign securities 
Nere. They have disposed of more than 
$100,000,000 of foreign bonds within less 
than a year to American investors, and 
this has largely accounted for the neces- 
sity of paying in gold, but gold would 
have gone out anyway, because of the 
fact that it brings a much better re- 
turn in foreign money markets than it 
aoes here. Financiers will naturally send 
it where they can get the best return or 
tne investment. It might be drawn back 
Foon, but this does not matter. ‘They 
Keep their funds moving. The more 
turns they can make within a given 
period the better. If they can turn |! 
per cent profit on a deal within a week 
they wiil do so. Many transactions of 
the sort foot up enormously. by the end 
of the year. This ts why certain banxs 
are able to pay such large dividends. 

Grip of the Standard. 

The election of H. H. Rogers and H. C. 
Frick, to the Atchison directory this 
week, calls attention to the strong foot- 
hold which the Standard Ofl contingent 
has in most of the leading railroads of 
the country. Mr, Frick is now generai'’y 
classed as a Standard Oj] man, though 
he is not strictly such. This change of 
management is generally regarded as 
meaning closer relations between atchi- 
son and Southern Pacific, with much less 
competition. The public will be much 
interested in any future developments fn 
regard to rates. 

The Rockefellers have long owned a 
good deal of Atchison stock—off and oun— 
and they have lost no opportunity to 
load up on great declines in the market 
Standard Oi! interests are expected to 
dictate the future control of Northern 
Pacific. This will be more evident when 
the Harriman suit is out of the way. 
important deals are ready to announge 
as soon as the litigation is over. Most 
of them, it will be found, are dictated 
by this same coterie of great financiers. 
If Union Pacific should get Chicago and 
Northwestern, it is believed here, the 
Standard Oll people will be the front 
and shoulder of the new combination. 
If New York Central and Pennsylvania 
get Erie, the Standard Oil people expect 
to have something to say about it. They 
mow have so much to do with the man- 
agement of New York Central that Mr. 
Vanderbilt has no difficulty in taking a 
fong vacation, Knowing that the com- 
pany ts in strong hands while he |s away. 
To observing people the so-called Stand- 
ardizing of the leading Vanderbilt road 
seems to be making rapid progress, A 
high authority says it is only a question 
of a little time when a number of 
smaller roads lying to the west of Chi- 
cago, including the Hawley lines, wil] 
be brought together, or will be absorbed 
by larger systems. This is on explana- 
tion of the rise in the stocks of some 
of them. Colorado Southern is expected 
to be taken over by Rock Island and the 
latter may get several other smaller 
roads. The addition of Colorado Soutn- 
ern would prove a valuable accession. 
Kansas City Southern is generally set 
down as a future addition to the Rock 
isiand empire. 

Although there is apt to be a lull in the 
steel trade at this season of the year, 
mone has come, and the fact of an in- 
crease of 500,000 tons in the outstanding 
orders of the United States Steel cor- 
poration between December 3! and Jan- 
vary 3! is regarded as evidence of unin- 
terrupted expansion in the trade. The

Thig will enable them to put restrictions 
cn independent manufacturers, [f they 
see fit, which will give them the same 
power that they now have in the oil 
trade. That they felt confident of get- 
ting the steel trade well in hand is shown 
by the fact that they bought enormous 
amounts of United States Steel securities 
around the bottom, and it was their 
ctuying: which started prices upward last 
Summer. It is roughly calculated that 
the Standard Oil group of capitalists nuw 
own $50,000,000 of the sinking fund 
bonds and a like amount of each class 
of stock, making $150,000,000 altogether. 
It cost them an average of 25 points 
below current prices for the bonds and 
preferred stock, according to what I 
hear, and of 15 points lower down for 
the common stock. Here is a paper prorit 
of $25,000,000 on the bonds and pre- 
ferred stock and of $7,500,000 on the 
common stock, a total of $32,500,000 in 
about seven months’ time.

Washington, February !1!.—(Special.)—

as if wealth dropped from the 


heavens,"’ was the characteristically rad. 
ical statement of Mrs. Charlotte Perkins 
Stetson Gilman, in a recent address be- 
fore a woman's organization. 

The statement was one of many kin- 
dred ones appearing in the well-known 
lecturer’s recent writings, Where, con- 
trary to the genera] impression that the 
incites woman to proclaim her rights, 
and boast her emancipated spirit, she 
defends patient mankind against what 
she believes to be the lack of consider- 
ation with which they are treated by 
some women, and the ignorance many 
women have in the matter of their 
duties toward the men who marry and 
support them. 

Very plainly does Mrs. Gilman discuss 
the subject, questioning the dignity of 
the woman who fails in her duties as 
helpmate as well as her right to accept 
a@ man’s support without the fulfillment 
of her duties as ‘‘homemaker.” 

The women whom Mrs. Gilman ad- 
dressed were many of them incensed, it 
is sald, at her suggestions, and yet it 
does not require the wise woman to 
observe that even in superficial matters 
women are frequently absolutely incon- 
siderate of their husbands, 

They resent being termed “‘mere orna- 
ments” when the occasion presents itself, 
and that they desire to assert thelr 
rights, and yet shirk responsibility, pose 
as helpless when it pleases them, and 
require of their husbands the Care and 
attention properly belonging to small 
children or imbeciles. 

Such women seem to reason that men 
as a reward for paying a woman tne 
highest tribute in their (man’s) power, 
i. e., their name and their protection, 
deserve in return to be si.@ gated. aub- 
'-dued and in every way made to feel 
' their obligation to the fair creature so 
|oft miscalied ‘“helpmate.”’ 

“What about this sensation the recent 
‘utterances of Mrs. Gilman are making?’ 
_was asked a well-known Atianta woman 
| who knows her personally. “Do you not 
think she is rapping the women rather 

vigorously ?’’ 
| “Why, yes,” was the reply; ‘but in 
that article appearing in last Sunday's 
Constitution, where men were being de- 
| fended against the ‘bridge habit,’ 1 think 
‘the writer wag arguing from very much 
the same standpoint that does Mrs. Gil- 
man.

justifying the condemnation of those 
whom she claims are wasting the 
money the making of which may be 
prematurely aging the men to whom 
such women look for support. 

“One cannot conceive of the well- 
balanced woman, to say nothing of the 
loving wife, taking advantage of a hus- 
band’s generosity, but when they do, 
too much cannot be said by Mrs. Gil- 
man or anybody else in condemnation of 
them. 

“The woman wh) starts out in mar- 
ried life with the belief that fidelity is 
her only obligation, and whose affections 
do not protect her against the practice 
of such belief, will come as far from 
realizing real happiness as the super- 
vain woman, who, satisfied with her 
physical beauty, cultivates none of the 
‘beauty Within.” Both are types of self- 
ishness, and in their continued striving 
for self they are invariably more un- 
happy than the over-indulgent support- 
ers for whom ee is being ex- 
cited.’’ 

But, naturally in the discussion of the 
subject broached by Mrs. Gilman, there 
will be those who will ask another ques- 
tion or many questions, as to the cause 
of this state of affairs that makes the 
lecturer feel that her recent attack is 
justifiable. 

Can the cause be attributed to the 
modern mother in failing to impress 
upon her daughter the latter’s duties on 
becoming a wife, or is the man to blame 
in that he fatls or ig weak in his duty 
as protector, when in the beginning he 
does not protect the woman bearing his 
name against herself?

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BRILLIANT ANNUAL BALL OF 
THE MONTGOMERY GREYS 


ONTGOMERY, ALA., February !!. 
(Special.)—The thirtieth annual 

Greys’ ball, long anticipated, is 
mow a delightful memory. It was & 
@uperiatively elegant and beautiful oc- 
easion, when on Friday evening gather- 
ead in the Montgomery auditorium the 
largest attendance of any at former 
military balls. In the hall the decora- 
tlons exceeded in costliness and elabo 
rateness everything heretofore attempted 
by the gallant soldier boys. The im- 
mense crowd was all that could be 
pleasantly accommoéated in the spacioug 
apartment. In addition to numerous vie- 
ftors from Birmingham, Mobile, Selma 
and other towns, the military contingent 
of Selma attended in a body, company 
C, of the Albert Rifles, being the guests 
of the Greys, and their sponsor and 
maids the guests of Miss Annie Lowe. 
the Greys’ sponsor, and her maids, 

The two companies and many dis- 
tinguished military men of high rank 
fn uniform, and beautiful women garbed 
{n costumes of incomparable beauty, 
richness and variety, made the grand 
march a scene never to be forgotten by 
those who looked on at its gracefu' 
evolutions. 

The scheme of decorations was a per- 
fect setting for a military ball. At the 
back of the stage, which occupies the 
rear of the auditorium, was stretched a 
United States flag 40 feet wide, in front 
of which a shield bearing the electric 
monogram, “M. G.,” flashed in alternate 
red, white and blue lights.

So the Httle Paris in Asia, of which I 
am going to write, is in a French colony, 
and is, to be precise, Saigon, the capital 
of Cochin China, one of the political di- 
visions of French Indo-China.

The official figures, he 
says, show that “Russia has at schoo: 
only 4,484,696 pupils, or about 25 per 
cent of her children of school age, while 
Japan has under instruction 5,35!,502 
pupils, or 92 per cent of her ehildren 
of school age. Russia with a yearly na- 
tional revenue of about $1!,000,000,~~v 
spends for prim&ry education something 
less than $12,060,000, or 8 cents per 
capita of her whole population; while 
Japan, with only one-eighth of Russia’s 
revenue, spends for the same purpose 
nearly $16,000,000, or 34 cents per capita 
of her whole population. Russia’s mili- 
tary expenditure bears to her primary 
school expenditure the ratio of nearly 
18 to 1, while Japan’s disbursements for 
military purposes oear to her primary 
school expenditure the ratio of less than 
4 to |.” Mr. Kennan also notes the 
great thirst for reading in the Japanese 
cities. In Tokio, for instance, “there Is 
a bookstore on almost every block, not 
only in the parts of the city inhabited 
by the higher social clasees, but in the 
quarters and districts tenanted almost 
exclusively by poor shopkee$rrs, 
artisans and day laborers.” The English 
language is taught Japanese students in 
the higher primary schools. These facts 
explain why there is such a large de- 
mand for high-class American works in 
Japan, and why Funk & Wagnalls Com- 
pany are continually making large ship- 
ments of the Standard dictionary and 
its abridgments to that country, while 
these same works have practically no 
gale in the unhappy domain of the czar.
